had inspected the portraits of former Directors. She saw no 
general need for major cleaning or refurbishing but did identify 
four pictures which have sustained some damage, possible 
separation of the varnish from the paintings' surfaces. All four 
of the portraits affected were done by the same artist and it was 
agreed that we would invite him to inspect the paintings and 
identify for us what pigments had been used in the damaged 
areas. There is some some doubt about the need for protecting 
the paintings from natural light but a measurement of the 
ultravioltet light falling on the paintings from natural and 
artificial sources was suggested. | | will arrange to

Ms. Hoenigswald provided the names of three art conservators. A 
decision regarding repair will wait until the artist has looked 
at the paintings and we have gotten advice from one of the 
conservators .
